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Remarks 


During tbe week ending the 19th July 1047 in British I rid in 
(osoluding Bengal and Madras Presidoneies) and in the 
Indian States shown in this statement the total number ot 
deaths reoorded in 135 towns having a population of 30,000 
and over was 8,053. The mid-year estimated papulation of 
these town - was 18,731,040 and the death rate was 20.7 
per thousand of the population. Births in the same towns 
numbered 11,016 giving a birth rate of 34.2 per thousand 
of the population. Tn British India alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates wore 34.3 and 20.0 per thousand 
of the population respectively. 

(A) British IruUn . — In British India, the following 
towns returned a high death rate of 50 or over per thousand 
of the population. 

FI ru'd war Union (50.3) ; Gaya (53.3) ; and Benares 
(52.6). 

The high death ratoH in these towns were mainly due to 
fever. There was a considerable numbor of doaths from 
dysentery and diarrhoea also. 


In 119 towns in British India, there were 02 deaths fror 
cholera and 49 deaths from smallpox t Plague was absent durin 
the week. Of the deaths from cholera Benares and Jut 
bulporc recorded 8 each ; Parle Andhori 7 ; Patna f 
Gaya and Arrah 5 each ; Lucknow, Mirzapur Bindhaoha 
Dehra I)un and Ghapra 3 each ' Jaunpur and Jamalpu 
2 eaoh , Farrukhabad Oaw-Fatohgarh, Hardwa 
Union, Balrampur Bhagalpur ; Ranchi, Bombay and Bars 
one eaoh. Of the deaths from Smallpox Nagpur recordet 
28 ; Nagpur rivilStation 3 Fferozi pore , Benares and Samdhal 
each ; Lyailpur, Delhi city, Lucknow, Allahabad, Mirzapur 
Bindhaclial, Muzaffarnagar, Bahmich, Dinapur Nizamat 
Darbhanga, Jamalpur, dubbulpore and Raipur one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States. — Amongst the Indian States showr 
in this statement, there was no town which had a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 10 towns of the Indian States there w r as only one 
death from smallpox recorded in Porbandar. Cholera and 
plague were absent during the week.

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FINANCIAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AND THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA 

London , 14f/i. August , 1947 

The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland (hereinafter referred to as “the Government of the United Kingdom’’) 
and the Government of India, 

Being desirous of making a temporary arrangement for dealing with the 
sterling balances of India, 

Have agreed as follows: — 


Article 1. 

For the purposes of this Agreement the sterling assets of the Reserve Bank 
of India shall be taken at the figure of El, 100 million. 


Article II 

1. The Reserve Bank of India shall open with the Bank of England a new 
account, (hereinafter referred to as the “No. 2 Account’’), to which the balance 
of the total assets referred to in Article L above, remaining ab the close of 
business on the date of the signature of this Agreement, shall be transferred. 

2. The No. 2 Account ot thu Reserve Bank of India shall be operated upou 
m accordance with the provisions of Article VI of this Agreement and any 
sums standing to the credit of the said Account shall be available only for 
the purposes prescribed in that Article. 

Article III 

1. There shall also be established at the Bank of England in the name of 
the Reserve Batik of India a new aeoount (hereinafter referred to as the 
“No. 1 Account") to which any sterling received after the date of this Agree- 
ment by the Reserve Bank of India in respeot of current transactions and any 
sums transferred from the No. 2 Account shall be credited. 

2. The Government of the United Kingdom shall not restrict the availa- 
bility of sterling standing to the credit of the No. 1 Account for payments for 
current transactions in any currency area or for the purpose of any payment 
to residents of the sterling area. 


Article IV 

1. There shall be transferred forthwith from the No. 2 Account to the 
No. I Account £35 million less the amount by whioh the total of the Reserve 
Bank of India’s sterling assets, as established by Article I of this Agreement, 
exceeds the amount transferred to the No. 2 Account in accordance with 
paragraph 1 of Article II of this Agreement. 

2. There shall also be transferred from the No. 2 Account to the No. I 
Account the eqi valent of any sums paid from the No. 1 Account after the 
1 5th July, 1947, in respect of: — 

(i) the transter of ownership of military stores, equipment and fixed 

assets in India from the Government of the United Kingdom to 
the Government of India on the 1st April, 1947. 

(ii) the settlement of any matters outstanding under the Defence Expen- 

diture Plan and of any other aocounts relating to transactions 
which were connected with the War and took place prior to the 
15th July, 1947 ; 

(iii) payments outside India us a result ot Agreements tor the release of 

assets which were vested in the Indian Custodian of Enemy 
Property; 

(iv) pensions paid outside India by or on behali of the Government of 

India or any Provincial Government in respect ot which an even- 
tual capitalisation scheme is contemplated; 

(v) such other items as the two Governments may agree. 

3. There shall be transferred from the No. 1 Account to the No. 2 Account 
the equivalent of any sums paid into the No, 1 Account after the 15th July, 
1947, in respect of: — 

(i) the settlement of any matters outstanding under the Defence Expen- 

diture Plan and of any other accounts relating to transactions 
which were connected with the War and took place prior to the 
15th July, 1947; 

(ii) such other items as the two Governments may agree. 
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Artjcle V 

1. In addition to the transfer provided in paragraph 1 of Article IV of this 
Agreement there shall also be transferred forthwith from the No. 2 Account 
to the No. ] Account a sum of £80 million us a working balance which may 
be drawn upon from time to time to meet any temporary shortage in India’s 
available means of payment abroad. 

2. The level at which the working balance provided for in this Article has 
been maintained during the currency ot this Agreement shall be taken into 
consideration in the consultations referred to in Article XI of this Agreement 
in the light of such data as mav then be provided. 

Article VI 

(a) The No. 2 Account referred to in Article II of this Agreement shall he 
credited with— 

(i) the assets referied to in Article J1 of this Agreement, including the 

prooeeds thereof at maturity or on lealisation; 

(ii) the proceeds at maturity or on realisation of any investments pur- 

chased in accordance with established custom with funds standing 
to the credit of the No. 2 Account; 

(iii) transfers from the No 1 Account, being transfers provided for in 
' paragraph 3 of Artie.le TV and paragraph 2 of Article VIII of this 

Agreement; 

(iv) such other transfers as mav he agreed between the two Governments. 

(b) The No 2 Account shall be debited with— 

(l) tianatcrs in itccordam e with paragraphs, 1 and 2 o’ Article IV, para- 
graph 1 of Article V and paragraph 2 ot Article VIlT oT this 
Agreement; 

(ii) payments in respect of investments made in accordance with estab- 

lished custom ; 

(iii) such other transfers as mav be agreed between the two Governments. 

Artiolb VII 

The Gov eminent of India shall not restrict — 

(a) the acceptance b\ residents of India, m settlement of payments lor 

curient transactions, of ateiling at the disposal of residents outside 
India; 

(b) the availability of any Indian rupees arising from permitted current 

transactions and accruing to residents of Ihe sterling area for any 
payments inside India or for the purohaso of sterling. 

Article VIII 

1. Such transfers of capital from India to the jest ot the sterling area and 
vice versa as may be agreed between the Reserve Bank of Indiu and ihe 
Bank of England shall he subject to the provisions of paragraph 2 of this 
Article. 

2 The Reserve Bank of India and the Bank of Englund shall consult 
together at agreed intervals in order to establish by reference to the best 
statistical data available to them the net capital movement from India to 
the other countries of the sterling area, or vice versa as the case may be, result- 
ing from the agreed transfers o.f capital Thereafter an amount equal to the 
net capital movement so established shall be transferred from the No l 2 
Account to the No. 1 Account if the movement is one from India to the other 
countries of the sterling area or from the No. 1 Account to the No. 2 Account 
if the movement is in the reverse direction. 

3 Notwithstanding anything in this Article the two Government^ shall not 
restrict transfers of capital horn India to the United Kingdom representing — 

(a) remittances of savings belonging to persons of United Kingdom origin 

leaving India in order to take up permanent residence in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom; and 

(b) the voluntary repatriation of investments by persons regarded as 

resident in the United Kingdom for purposes of exchange control 
in the United Kingdom, 

4. Transfers of capital falling within the description in sections (a) and (h) 
of the preceding paragraph shall be included in the computations for which 
I arngraph 2 provides. 


Article IX 

1. The two Governments shall as often ns may he necessary i on suit 
together with a view to ensuring the smooth working of the present Agreement.. 

2. The Reserve Bank of India and the Bank of England shall he en tun ted 
with the technical execution of this Agreement and shall consult together as 
often ns may be necessary in order to ensure its smooth working. 
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Article X 

For the purpose oi the present Agreement — 

(a) in relation to events happening on or alter the 15th August, 1947, 

references to the Government ol India shall be construed as refer- 
ences to the Governments oi both the new Dominions set up by the 
Indian Independence Act, 194/, or to the Government of either 
oi them, as the circumstances require, and the expression ‘'India” 
shall continue to denote the territories included in that expression 
immediately prior to the 15th August 1947; 

(b) the expression ‘‘sterling area” shall have the meaning from time 

to time assigned to it by the Exchange Control Regulations in 
force in the United Kingdom. After the coming into force in the 
United Kingdom oi the Exchange Control Act, 1947, the expres- 
sion ‘‘sterling area” wherever it occurs in the present Agreement 
shall bo doemed to have been replaced by the expression ‘‘scheduled 
territories,” which shall have the meaning from time to time 
assigned to it in the aforesaid Exchange Control Act, 1947; 

(a) the expression ‘‘payments for current transactions” shall have the 
same meaning as in Article XIX (i) of the Articles of Agreement 
of the International Monetary Fund; 

(dj in paragraph 2 of Article IV the expression “pensions” shall have 
the meaning assigned to it in tho Indian Independence Act, 1947. 

Article XI 

The present Agreement shall come into force on the 14th August, 1947. It 
shall terminate ou the 81st December, 1947. Further oonsultationB shall bo 
held before the i emanation of this Agreement with a view to extending it or 
raplacing it by another Agreement or other Agreements. 

In witness whereof the undersigned, being duly authorised thereto by their 
respective Governments, have signed the present Agreement.
